Officials at the State Depart- 
ment, which made the announce- 
ment, said the new disarmament 
administration will have a staff 
of from: 50 to 55 at first, with 
35 to 40 of them coming from 
the State Department. 
| The group was set up as a 
result of a study undertaken last 
fall by Secretary of State Chris- 
tian A. Herter at the request of 
President Eisenhower. The ob- 
jective was to work out arrange- 
ments which ‘“‘would provide the 
United States with the most ef- 
fective means of dealing with 
the increasingly complex dis- 
armament problem.” 

Officials said the new agency

Unemployment Off 
Less Sharply Than 
Expected — Job Pic- 
ture Less F avorable.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9—Em- 
ployment declined by 407,000 
persons last month, the Labor} 
Department reported today. Un- 
employment decreased less 
sharply than expected, indicat- 
ing a somewhat less favorable 
‘job picture. 

Total employment dropped 
from 68,689,000 in July to 68,- 
282,000 in August, the depart- 
ment said. This was still a rec- 
ord high for August, but the 
usual seasonal expectation is 
for virtually no change in total 
employment between July* and 
August. 

Unemployment declined from 
4,017,000 in July to 3,788,000 in 
August, a decrease of 229,000 in 
the number of persons out of 
work. Seasonally, the drop in un- 
employment should have been 
about 500,000, a Labor Depart- 
ment spokesman explained. 

Rise in Jobless Rate. 

The seasonably adjusted -rate 
of unemployment rose to 5.9 per 
cent of the total work force in 
August, compared with 5.4 per 
cent in July. This was considered 
a substantial increase in the un- 
employment rate. It was the 
highest unerhployment rate since 
last November. 

Deputy assistant Secretary of 
Labor Seymour Wolfbein said, 
however, that the August un- 
employment rate did not take 
into account an early change- 
over in automobile models this 
year. He said the department 
has never been able to make a 
proper adjustment for seasohal 
changes in the automobile in- 
dustry. . 

Wolfbein told reporters that 
femployment as a whole is con- 
tinuing to move along “‘at a high 
plateau,” but he added that em- 
ployment “is being braked” by 
joblessness in the steel industry. 
Employment in the steel indus- 
try has declined by 130,000 per- | 
sons, or 10 per cent, in the last 
‘six months, Wolfbein said.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 9— 
Missourians must decide whether 
they are willing to pay increased 
taxes for the state’s proposed 10- 
year mental health program, 
Gov. James T. Blair said yester- 
day. 

Speaking at Missouri's first 
Mental Health Conference here, 
Blair said final approval of the 
program to bring Missouri from 
the lower third to the upper 
third among states in treatment 
of mental illness must be given 
by the General Assembly. He 
added: 

“That body will have to find 
some way of providing the nec- 
essary funds. However, 
members of that body, as rep- 
resentatives of the people, will 
listen to the voices of those 
they represent. 

“In the end, therefore, people 
like you and me must decide 
whether we are willing to pay 
the cost of these programs 
through increased taxes.” 


Blair Urges Action. 


Blair told his listeners, repre- 
sentatives of more than 40 state- 
wide organizations, that if they 
believe the program outlined to 
them yesterday is desirable, ‘‘I 
hope you will talk about it when 
you return home, and that you 
also will express your views to 
your legislative representative.” 

A greatly expanded mental 
health program is needed, the 
150 persons attending the confer- 
ence generally agreed, but some 
expressed concern as to how 
money could be raised to pay 


' for it. 


This question was not an- 
swered in the 128-page outline of 
the program presented by the 
state Division of Mental Dis- 
eases. Total cost was not esti- 
mated, but expenditures of $2,- 
220,000 during the next two years 
were proposed. 

Dr. Addison M. Duval, direc- 
tor of the division, told the con- 
ference that ‘‘the painful mat- 
ter,of money must be faced, but 
how it is obtained is not the di- 
vision’s responsibility.’’ 

Dr. William C. Menninger, 
president of the Menninger 
Foundation, Topeka, Kan., as- 
serted last night that “if the 
people know the facts they will 
help, even if it means they 
must be taxed more heavily.”’

The seasonally ad- 
justed sales index for last month 
was 145 per cent of the 1947-49 
average, compared with 149 per 
cent in July and 144 per cent in 
August 1959. 

Sales of St. Louis area depart- 
ment stores in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday were 2 per 
cent higher than in the corre- 
sponding weeks of 1959, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
reported. In the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District, which in- 
cludes St. Louis and cities in 
seven states, saies in the last 
four weeks were unchanged. 

Department store sales last 
week in the St. Louis area and 
in the Eighth District were 2 per 
cent less than they were a year | 
ago.

Challenged at Senate Hearing 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (UPI) 
= Senate drug 
claimed today that an antibiotic 
which cost $5.03 per hundred 
capsules to make was sold to 
the public for $51. The figures 
were immediately challenged as 
misleading and unfair. 

The drug is tetracycline, the 
nation’s biggest selling antibiotic 
except for penicillin. Dr. Phillip 
I. Bowman, president of Bristol 
Laboratories, Syracuse, N. Y., 
insisted that his firm made a 
profit of only $1.20 on each bot- 
tle of 100 capsules of the drug. 

The Senate Anti-Trust and 
Monopoly subcommittee’s figures 
were presented by Dr. John M. 
Blair, its chief economist. 

The production figures, which 
did not include such costs as 
selling, distribution, taxes and 
research, were called ‘‘mislead- 
ing, distorted and very unfair” 
by Senator Roman L. Hruska 
(Rep.), Nebraska. 

He said the charts prepared by 
Blair gave the idea that the com- 
pany was making a huge profit 
when this wasn’t the case. 

Bowman testified earlier that 
his firm has spent almost $2 on 
research for every $1 it has 
made in profits. 

Bowman said that last vear it 
Spent 16.1 per cent of sales on 
research, compared with about 
9 per cent for the industry as a 
whole, and has averaged 12 per 
cent from 1944 on. 

’ Bowman said that patents are 
necessary to protect the results 
of such costly research.

The Gas Tax Plan 


The proposals which will be pre- 
sented in the next Legislature in 
regard to an increase of the state 
gasoline tax will not deprive the 
State Highway Commission of any 
of its powers or revenue. The pro- 
posed change will amend Article IV, 
Section 30 of the State Constitution 
so that a percentage of gasoline tax 
monies collected will go to the State 
Highway Commission under the 
game conditions as heretofore. It 
will also permit a percentage of the 
gasoline tax collected to be allotted 
to the cities and counties, some of 
which are now collecting taxes un- 
der their own ordinances, The pro- 
posed constitutional amendment will 
also give the state the exclusive 
authority to levy the gasoline tax. 


This constitutional amendment 
will not increase the total number 
of gallons of gasoline sold in Mis- 
souri. It will not increase or de- 
crease the amount of money that 
you and I pay for gasoline. If this 
amendment is approved it is con- 
templated that there will be an in- 
crease in the gasoline tax in Mis- 
souri of at least 2 cents. 


It is also contemplated that when 
the price of gasoline, in so far as 
taxes are concerned, is stabilized 
throughout Missouri, the City of St. 
Louis should increase the gasoline 
sold within the city limits, because 
now many people in the city avoid 
the city gasoline tax by purchasing 
gasoline in the outlying non-incor- 
porated no-tax areas. When people 
go outside the city limits to pur- 
chagg gasoline in a no-tax area, 
they will also make numerous other 
purchases which they would nor- 
mally make in the city. If the city 
can gain back this loss in gasoline 
plus the numerous side purchases, 
city revenue should pick up to such 
an extent that your property tax 
might become less, and it might be 
that this is the force that is needed 
to stimulate business in St. Louis.

Surely the U.N. Security Council should 
support Secretary General Hammarskjold’s 
effort to prevent outsiders from interfering 
in The Congo while the U.N. force on the 
scene does all it can to end the conflict within 
the country. In the event of a Russian veto, 
the issue should be carried into the Assembly. 
There the backing of the other African states 
would be the most significant indication of the 
propriety and necessity of the U.N. mission. 

The pacification should go on even if Pre- 
mier Lumumba, strengthened by a 41-to-2 vote 
of confidence in the Congolese Senate, re- 
news his demand for the withdrawal of the 
U.N. force. The U.N. never before has main- 
tained troops in a country without the sanc- 
tion of its government, but Lumumba asked 
for the force and he agreed on July 31 that 
it should remain until such time as the U.N. 
deems that law and order have been restored. 
This is a contract to be terminated by the 
Security Council rather than by the mercurial 
premier. 

. . ° 

Hammarskjold, of course, is not the com- 
mander of an army of conquest, commissioned 
to hold The Congo by force. He directs a 
true police action. At the outset, it seemed 
that he would only have to speed the depar- 
ture of Belgian troops, meanwhile safeguard- 
ing white civilians. Civil war and the brazen 
aid extended to Lumumba by Russia, contrary 
to its U.N. obligations and its votes in the Se- 
curity Council, have grievously complicated 
the U.N. task. 

It would be most unfortunate if such defi- 
ance of the U.N. were pushed so far that it 
would be necessary to consider sanctions. 
The Russians should realize they are over- 
reaching themselves. They hardly could give 
more grievous offense to the pan-African 
spirit of the continent’s new governments. 
Even leaders sympathetic to Marxism, such 
as those of Guinea, showed in the recent Leo- 
poldville meeting that they are firmly op- 
posed to foreign meddling in The Congo as 
well as in their own territories. They also 
demonstrated their appreciation of the U.N. 
as the one international agency through which 
they can accept the outside help they need 
without subjecting themselves to self-serving 
“friends.” 


It is their attitude shared by almost the 
whole world—which supports the U.N. force 
in taking over Congolese airports and in other 
precautions against outside interference. In 
all probability they also will support the con- 
tinued presence of the U.N. force, which— 
while it would stand aside from a pitched bat- 
tle between the forces of Lumumba and his 
opponents—would protect white civilians and 
act to prevent the massacre of defenseless 
natives in the internal Congolese power 
struggle. 

Meanwhile Hammarskjold’s program of ci- 
vilian aid to The Congo, which goes well be- 
yond any help heretofore extended by the 
U.N., should be speeded. It would provide an 
expert adviser in every field—health, agricul- 
ture, education and so forth—to constitute a 
competent auxiliary government. These ex- 
perts would have no political authority, but 
they would be on hand to offer guidance on 
virtually every governmental problem. 

This assistance justifies Hammarskjold’s 
appeal for contributions from U.N. members. 
Yet it cannot bear fruit unless there is solid 
support for the U.N. peace effort. That must 
be understood within as well as beyond the 
unhappy country. 


Missouri Contrast 

In the past decade Missouri’s per capita in- 
come grew faster than the national average, 
but its total income did not. The St. Louis 
office of the Department of Commerce re- 
ports that per capita income rose 49 per cent 
to $2145. But while Missouri jumped from 
24th to 18th in per capita income among the 
States; it fell from 11th to 12th in total income 
among the states, it fell from 11th to 12th in 
total personal income. This unusual contrast 
was possible partly because of a slower than 
average population growth. The personal in- 
come figures suggest that Missouri needs to 
establish a better climate for economic growth, 
even if it has to increase its low fax level to 


do so. The per capita figures suggest that 
Missouri can afford it. 


Freedom in the Republic 


The Chiang Kai-shek regime on Formosa 
likes to call itself the Republic of China. In 
this Republic a publisher named Lei Chen 
is to be tried on charges of sedition, not by a 
district court in Taipei but by the Formosa 
Army Command. A court-martial can assess 


the death penalty; a civil court cannot. The 
case for Army jurisdiction is based on the 
fact that martial law has been in effect on 
the island for 10 years. 

What did Mr. Lei do? The charge is not 
spelled out, and the Army command denies 
that the arrest was connected with the fact 
that Mr. Lei is the leader of a group of po- 
litical dissidents who have discussed forming 
the China Democratic Opposition Party. This 
would oppose Chiang’s ruling Kuomintang. 
Reports from Taipei say there were fears 
among Chiang’s followers that the party could 
turn into a revolutionary organization de- 
signed to supplant the Kuomintang and cre- 
ate a “Formosa for Formosans” movement. 

Sedition is defined as “conduct which tends 
to treason but which falls short of it for want 
of an overt act.” Apparently in the Repub- 
lic of China opposition to Chiang is sedition. 
Mr. Lei’s magazine, Free China, is said to 
have printed such abhorrent views as: Chiang’s 
government is too weak to reconquer the 
mainland; the United States should supervise 
the disposition of its aid to Formosa to pro- 
tect human rights; Kuomintang politicians run 
Chiang’s army. 

This does not sound like sedition. Ameri- 
can politicians will be saying much worse 
things in the Presidential campaign. But 
things are different in the Republic of China. 


Terrapin a la Maryland 


There may. be no connection between the 
fact that University of Maryland football 
teams are known as the Terrapins, and a re- 
cent development at the University—or then 
again there may be. At any rate students 
everywhere will applaud the school’s decision 


to appoint an undergraduate “taste panel” to 


sample the dining hall food. This will be 
done under the direction of a newly-ap- 
pointed manager of quality control. The idea 
is to serve meals that are not only whole- 
some but popular. The personnel of the 
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panel will be changed from time to time so 
that no one can charge that the scales are 
weighted in favor of baked macaroni, for 
example. It will be up to the manager to 
choose panel members who are reasonable; 
some epicures might think all the dishes were 
terrible, while other persons might like ev- 
erything. We would advise the university to 
keep the panel membership secret. Minori- 
ties in this field may be small but they are 
violent, and too much chocolate pudding could 
lead to rebellion, 


The Stadium by 1964 


St. Louis is speeding up the pace of its re- 
developmen!. Firm plans for the stadium 
adjacent to the riverfront park were sub- 
mitted to Mayor Tucker ahead of schedule. 
Under the law, 90 days must pass before the 
Aldermen may give their approval. Since 
construction is scheduled to start within a 
year and a half of approval, there is a good 
chance that the new double-decked home of 
the Cardinals—baseball and football—will be 
ready as the stage of some of the events of 
the St. Louis bicentenary in 1964. 

The 31-block, $89,000,000 project embraces 
such other features as office buildings, shop- 
ping facilities, a motel, a possible bus ter- 
minal and parking arrangements to serve 
both the stadium and the business district. 
These are scheduled by stages with the last 
construction to start within six years. At the 
outset, considerable reliance will be placed 
on a proposed municipal parking area. Con- 
sidering its intensive use, this should involve 
no special difficulties. 

A heartening aspect is the conformity of the 
stadium proposal to the recently proposed 
plan for the redevelopment of the downtown 
area. Thus the two blocks bounded by Broad- 
way, Seventh, Market and Chestnut streets 
will be eleared to form part of the mall from 
the Old Courthouse to the Civil Courts, an 
extension of the Memorial Plaza axis and the 
device for integrating and beautifying a here- 
tofore rather helter-skelter neighborhood. 

While the motel and other features are 
essential to support the stadium—which is 
not expected to fully pay its way—they also 
meet community needs. So this is much more 
than just a ball-park project. Those who 
have been pushing it along—and who un- 
doubtedly will continue to do so—deserve a 
sincere bow from all who want to see a new, 
brighter and livelier St. Louis. 


Touchy Matter in Texas 


Senator Kennedy is likely to have the 
chance to show how much skill he has at 
diplomacy when he undertakes his 10-city 
tour of Texas next week. He is expected to 
be asked to state a firm position on the 27% 
per cent depletion allowance on oil and gas. 
Oil interests have fought hard to retain the 
tax benefit in the face of recurrent moves to 
cut it down. 

Only last year the Senate defeated by a 
vote of 54 to 21 a measure to reduce the allow- 
ance on a graduated scale. Senator Kennedy 
voted for the reduction. How this will go in 
Texas, which supplies about 46 per cent of 
the nation’s crude oil, remains to be seen. 

Senator Johnson of Texas, Senator Kenne- 
dy’s running mate, is one of the principal de- 
fenders of the depletion allowance. On two 
occasions he and Senator Kennedy have been 
on opposite sides of the question in Senate 
votes. The matter involves Democratic cam- 
paign contributions as well as principle, and 
the eyes of Texas will be very much on Sena- 
tor Kennedy. 


An Improved Jury 


The September term circuit court grand 
jury’s most important responsibility is to in- 
quire into the allegations of irregularities at 
the August primary, and promptly to return 
indictments where indicated on the evidence. 

This is a difficult assignment under the 
best of circumstances. But the jury’s task 
was complicated unnecessarily by Circuit 
Judge James J. Nangle’s appointment of Leo 
F. Havey of the Bricklayers’ Union both to 
the jury and to the post of foreman. Mr. 
Havey’s close ties to the Democratic organiza- 
tion in North St. Louis disqualified him from 
serving. We congratulate him for resigning. 

The voting irregularities at the primary 
grew largely out of political infighting among 
various Democratic factions, except in one 
ward where the Democratic and Republi- 
can ward bosses evidently co-operated to put 
down a challenge to the sitting Republican 
committeeman’s throne, 

There is no evidence on the record sug- 

esting a city-wide “eonspiracy” of Democrats 
against Republicans, as certain elements of 
the Republican party are alleging at the top 
of their lungs. Evidently they are not inter- 
ested so much in improving the election ma- 
chinery as they are in drumming up a false 
issue for the November election. The grand 
jury has nothing to do with that. It does 
have a duty to probe deeply into all violations 
of election law, and there will be greater pub- 
lic confidence in its performance of this duty 
now that Mr. Havey has stepped aside. 


Sugar Impasse 


The fact that sugar and politics do not mix 
well is again illustrated by the Administra- 
tion’s plight with regard to swollen Domini- 
can sugar quotas. 

Wher the Administration decided a few 
months ago to cut Cuba’s sugar quotas, Con- 
gress responded with a law allotting the extra 
sugar to other countries. It turned out that 
one of the nations which would enjoy larger 
sugar sales at the expense of Cuba was the 
Dominican Republic, home of Dictator Tru- 
jillo. Under the July law, the Dominicans 
would receive-321,857 tons formerly assigned 
to Cuba, in addition to their basic quota of 
131,000 tons. President Eisenhower, how- 
ever, did not immediately assign extra sugar 
to the Trujillos. 

Three weeks ago the American republics 
denounced the Trujillo regime and urged 
limited economic sanctions. The President 
then asked the bob-tail Congress for authority 
to cut the extra 321,857 tons from the Domini- 
can quota. But some Senators have been 
friendly with the Trujillos, and Democratic 
leaders. charged that the President did not 
consult them. Congress did not act. 

This leaves the Administration in an em- 
barrassing position. It might attempt to with- 
hold the extra Dominican allotment, but the 
law requires nevertheless that a sugar bonus 
taken from one dictatorship be given to an- 
other which is even more despised by Latin 
Americans. Until the law can be, changed, 
sugar will hardly sweeten foreign policy. 
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Answer to Communism: Fear or Faith? 


Canadian Newspaper Says American Campaign Debate Is on Old, Negative Terms

Observers agree that foreign policy 
is the big issue in the United States 
election compaign. They agree, also 
that the big issue—almost the only is- 
sue—in United States foreign policy is 
Communism.” From now until the first 
week in November the spokesmen of 
the Republican and Democratic parties 
will be paying much or most of their 
attention. to the situation between West 
and East, between Washington and 
Moscow. 

Each party takes the attitude that 
the only ideological danger, the only 

military danger, to 
the free nations to-

Communism. The 
of Democrats say in 
their foreign poli- 
cy plank: ‘We 
pledge our will, 
energies and re- 
sources to oppose armed Communist 
aggression . . . to resist the further 
encroachment of Communism on free- 
dom.” 

The Republicans use harder lan- 
guage. They say: ‘‘We confront today 
the global offensive of Communism, in- 
creasingly violent and aggressive in 
its enterprises. The agency of that 
offensive is Soviet policy, aimed at 
the subversion of the world. To nullify 
the Soviet conspiracy is our greatest 
task.’’ 

A United States election campaign 
fought on this issue, in these terms, 
must be viewed by other nations with 
deep concern. They will recall what 
happened when President Eisenhower 
took over from President Truman and 
appointed, as his Secretary of State, 
the late Mr. John Foster Dulles. The 
Truman Administration had taken a 
strong stand toward the Soviet Union; 
the Eisenhower Administration took a 
stronger one. Where the Democratic 
regime had been satisfied with ‘‘con- 
tainment”’ of Russia, the Republicans 
practiced what came to be called 
“brinkmanship,”” by carrying disputes 
with Russia (and China) to the brink 
of war, 


The Dulles Split 


Mr. Dulles split the world cleanly in 
half. He saw it in terms of black and 
white, Communist and non-Communist 
(or, preferably, anti-Communist). One 
half had to subjugate, at any rate to 
subdue, the other. The Republican 
platform pretty well follows this ap- 
proach. It says that ‘free men’’—our 
half of the world—have only one real 
danger: this danger is ‘Communist 
imperialism’—the other half of the 
world. 


The doctrine of ‘‘nullification’’ seems 
to us quite as bankrupt as that of 
‘“‘brinkmanship.” It seems to proceed 
from the same emotions—hatred of 
Communism, fear of Communism. 
This newspaper does not believe that 
hate and fear are a sound basis on 
which to establish anything, least of

all a foreign policy. 


Beyond these two primitive emotions 
there is the strange assumption of 
United States leaders that Commu- 
nism is “international” and as immu- 
table as the law of the Medes and 
Persians—“‘which altereth not.’’ Yet 
it should be plain enough that Com- 
munism varies geographically from 
Belgrade to Moscow, from Warsaw to 
Peking. The Communists, so-called, of 
bay =m via probably feel “"* o~—" 
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—Post-Dispatch, May 21, 1950. 


A human idea, Communism has and 
must be subject to the same mutations, 
the same distortions and corruptions, 
additions and subtractions, as any 
other human idea. The Communism 
practiced in Russia today is far re- 
moved from the doctrines of Marx and 
the preachings of Lenin. Stalin him- 
self, dead seven years, would barely 
recognize it. 


But wherever and however prac- 
ticed, Communism is a philosophy of 
poverty. Only in those arid areas of 
bare subsistence can all men be made 
and kept equal under the State. So 
what is there for the democracies to 
fear about Communism? Why should 
anything so impoverished alarm them? 
On what basis, other than democracy’s 
total collapse, can it be imagined that 
Communism could inherit the earth? 


Why, then, suggest that all nations 
the new nations, especially — must 
‘‘choose” between Communism and de- 
mocracy? Such a “choice” implies 
that Communism is politically and eco- 
nomically an acceptable alternative to 
democracy. This is just not the case. 
There is no choice for those who wish 
to be free. 


Let us call things by their proper 
names. Russia is an authoritarian 
state—a despotism—a_ dictatorship. 
She professes to be anti-capitalistic as 
a means of concealing the fact that 
she is in actuality highly capitalistic, 
and depends on all the instruments of 


capitalism, including the creation of 
classes and incentives. Free men must 
despise an authoritarian state. 

This newspaper opposes the Soviet 
system as it did the Hitler system. It 
will continue to do so. But for many 
years, this newspaper has warned and 
shown that the real concern about Rus- 
sia and China is their economic 
strength, which is greater because of 
the ability of authoritarian regimes to 
manipulate their economies for politi- 
cal purposes. 

The way to deal with Russia and Chi- 
na is not by trying to isolate them, but 
by being ready and able to meet them 
anywhere in the world openly, com- 
petitively, dynamically—and to meet 
them on our terms, not on theirs. The 
failure of Western diplomacy these 
last half-dozen years is that we have 
always met the Russians and Chinese 
on their terms; we have gone to the 
bargaining table gnly when forced to 
it by their initiatives. 

Our attitude, in short, has been de- 
fensive and negative. In its dealings 
with Russia and China, in its whole 
foreign policy, the West has been rid- 
den by fear. Now there is in this 
country, as in others, a great disquiet 
over the failures, the defeats of that 
policy. Yet in their platform the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties ap- 
pear to be more inflexibly committed 
to it than before. 

There should be unity among the 
free nations of the West. And Canada 
has better reasons than most of the 
Atlantic Community or the NATO 
group for wishing friendship and full 
co-operation with the United States. 
But Canada has a destiny beyond that 
relationship, a destiny in which she 
can have complete faith. 


Canada has need for close contacts 
and co-operation with the whole wide 
world, to whom she is dynamic proof 
that no State needs Communism to 
grow, prosper and be free. Therefore 
Canada cannot go on supporting (and 
only from fear of being attacked) a 
policy which has ho purpose other 
than to save face for a friend, because 
of mistakes and misjudgments of the 
past,

AWAY FROM HOME, by Rona Jaffe.

NO PENNSY PEACE 


IN SIGHT, QUILL SAYS 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 9 
(AP)—Michael Quill, president 
of the Transport Workers Union, 
said today that despite a fed- 
eral mediator’s optimism that 
settlement of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad strike was around the. 
corner, “We don’t see the cor- 
ner.”’ 


Quill told a press conference 
there is no settlement in sight, 
that the dispute is ‘going back 
and forth.” 


He asserted the railroad’s 
latest proposals for ending the 
nine-day-old strike of the na- 
tion’s largest railroad were “‘the 
same as made three years ago 
just warmed over.” 


Optimism had mounted earlier 
today for a settlement of the 
strike of TWU and System Fed- 
eration Union against the car- 
rier, Francis O'Neill, chairman 
of the National (Railway) Medi- 
ation board had called a joint 
meeting of union and manage- 
ment negotiators for today after 
indicating the two sides were 
close to agreement. 

The negotiating session, how- 
ever, was postponed twice by the 
union, which told O'Neill it 
wanted to study more closely the 
railroad’s latest proposal. Then 
Quitl called the press conference. 

He said, “there will be no 
change in our ‘rock bottom’ pro- 
posals, absolutely none.

Some pertinent advice on the 
topic is contained in a new 
manual for the neophyte home 
seeker, “The Home Buyer’s 
Guide,”” authored and published 
by Col. R. R. Smith and Maj. 
E. A. Michalski, Air Force 
officers, as a result of their 
own experiences. 

Chances are you will deal with 
a real estate agent in your 
search for a home. For a pur- 
chaser well armed with sales 
resistance and with the know- 
how to choose a reliable agent, 
this can be an ideal arrange- 
ment. 

A good broker can smooth 
the path of the house hunter.

If he belongs to a “multiple 
listing’’ group or the trader’s 
group he’ll search through other 
brokers’ listings, saving you 
from tramping to numerous 
brokers. He will often be a help 
with the actual matter of fi- 
nancing. And he'll guide you 
through the formalities of settle- 
ment day. 

To choose a _ reliable real 
estate man, the guide suggests 
checking with friends in the area 
in which you are interested, 
talking with a few bankers in 
the area, combing the classified 
ads for National Association of 
Real Estate Board members 
specializing in the area you 
prefer. It is likely you will find 
the same names cropping up 
again and again—a good indica- 
tion of reliability. 

However reliable a broker, the 
guide emphasizes, he is em- 
ployed by the seller and his first 
obligation is to the seller. There- 
fore, the authors suggest that a 
house hunter in dealing with the 
broker, keep an open, but skepti- 
cal mind; realize the broker will 
probably exaggerate, at least 
slightly, the value of a property; 
understand he will have a variety 
of tactics designed to stampede 
you, the buyer, into making a 
quick decision on a house; -and 
realize that you cannot expect a 
broker to point out the faults in 
the houses he shows you. It is up 
to the buyer to see what is 
wrong with a home. 


It is up to the buyer to do his 
own horse trading when he finds 
a house he likes and the guide, 
in giving detailed advice for such 
horse trading, urges: ‘Never, 
never pay the asking price... . . 
If you can help it!”’ This refers, 
of course to a ‘“‘used’”’ house, not 
a builder’s ‘‘never-been-used” 


one. 


Generally speaking the authors 
suggest you assume that a house 
can be bought for from 10 to 15 
per cent less than the asking 
price except in new development 
homes—those built by the devel- 
oper to sell at one set price— 
and even here dickering might 
mean a saving of $100 or $200. 

“Remember that the man who 
wants to buy is almost always 
in a better position than the man 
who wants to sell . . . to lose a 
purchase is not a disaster and 
may prove a blessing in disguise. 
Learn to make up your own 
mind. Learn to resist high press- 
ure (the salesman’s stories of 
another buyer waiting to snap up 
the property), and your own im- 
pulse to grab on sight a house 
which appeals strongly to you.”

U.N. charter. 

It was evidently an effort by 
Moscow to close the door to any 
western complaint that Moscow 
was aiding, even inciting, the 
truculent Cuban premier, Fidel 
Castro. The Kremlin has been 
warned by the United States to 
keep out of Cuba to avert viola- 
tion of the Monroe Doctrine. 

Warning Was General. 

The OAS did not mention 
Castro or Cuba in a warning to 
South American nations against 
accepting Communist aid. The 
Soviet Union has delivered com- 
bat planes to Castro and has 
promised military support. 

The OAS consists of 20 nations 
without Cuba, which virtually 
has withdrawn from the regional 
alliance. Its members take the 
position that another article of 
the U.N. charter provides for 
peaceful settlement of regional 
disputes without recourse to the 
U.N. 

The Soviet action is generally 
interpreted at U.N. headquarters 
as an attempt by Moscow to 
intervene in matters which until 
now have been strictly the con- 
cern of the Western Hemisphere. 

If the principle demand by 
Russia was adopted, Moscow 
would be given the right to veto. . 
in the security council any action _ 
which the OAS might decide to 
take against Cuba or any other 
states subject to Communist 
penetration. 

Alternate Resolution. 

A joint resolution submitted by 
the United States, Ecuador and 
Argentina, would simply “‘take 
note’ of the report of the OAS 
condemning the Trujillo govern- 
ment, and recommending the 
end of diplomatic sanctions. The 
Russian proposal is expected to 
be rejected and the three-power 
resolution is expected to be 
adopted. 

Vassily V. Kuznetsov of Rus- 
sia, first speaker in the debate, 
reviewed the information pre- 
sented to the OAS conference in 
San Jose, and the action taken 
at the conference. 

Kuznetsov said that, under the 
Charter no enforcement action 
could be taken under regional 
arrangements or by regional 
bodies without the authority of 
the Security Council. The Coun- 
cil had-a duty, he contended to 
approve the decision taken by 
the OAS, thus giving it legal 
force and making it more ef- 
fective. 

Making his first appearance in 
the U.N. as chief of the United 
States mission to the U.N., 
James J. Wadsworth said his 
government supported the OAS 
decision and had broken diplo- 
matic relations with the Domini- 
can Republic. Previously arms 
shipments had been cut off, he 
said. 

Wadsworth observed that the 
OAS conference had decided 
that, in accordance with Article 
54 of the U.N. charter, the Se- 
curity Council of the United 
tions should have full info 
tion concerning the Measures 
agreed on. The OAS résolution 
had therefore been transmitted 
to the United Nations. 

Wadsworth’s Reply. 

He rejected the contention of 
the Soviet Union that the resolu- 
tion required indorsement by the 
Security Council. He pointed out 
that no member of the OAS had 
sought authorization from the 
Security Council under Article 
53 for the steps taken. Oa the 
contrary, a specific decision had 
been taken only for transmittal 
of the resolution to the United 
Nations. Thus, he said, the for- 
eign ministers had clearly ex- 
pressed the view that only noti- 
fication was required. 

Veiled Slap At Russia. 

Wadsworth said the actions 
taken collectively by the OAS 
members could be taken individ- 
ually by any sovereign state. The 
United States, he said, regarded 
it as proper for the Security 
Council to take note of the OAS 
resolution, and had joined with 
the other OAS members sitting 
in the Council in submitting a 
draft resolution to that effect. 

He said he would not discuss 
the motives that might have im- 
pelled any member of the Se- 
curity Council to bring this mat- 
ter here. He continued that he 
would only point out that in the 
last month representatives of 
the American states had con- 
demned intervention by any ex- 
tracontinental powers in inter- 
American affairs and had op- 
posed attempts by Communist 
China and the Soviet Union to 
make use of political, economic 
or social situations in any of 7. 
countries concerned.

IDEOLOGY FEUD 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 9 (AP)— 

fter a prolonged and bitter dis- 
pute, India’s big Communist 
party has voted to support Mos- 
cow in the ideological quarrel 
with Communist China over the 
inevitability of war. 

This represents at least a tem- 
porary victory for moderates 
within the party over extremists 
backing Red China. 

The Politburo of the 
party said in a resolution that 
events have “brilliantly con- 
firmed” a 1957 peace manifesto 
sicned in Moscow by 12 Commu- 
nist parties. The resolution was 
issued Monday night after four 
davs of closed meetings. 

The Moscow manifesto ad- 
vanced the theory that ‘forces 
of peace’ have grown to such 
an extent that war might not be 
necessary to achieve the triumph 
of Communism 

The Chinese Communists re- 
cently have engaged in a public 
quarrel with Moscow on that 
very point, claiming that war 
with the capitalist world is in- 
evitable. 

The Indian Communist party, 
the largest opposition bloc in 
India’s Parliament, is deeply 
split and has been close to dis- 
grace.since the border quarrel 
between India and Communist 
China flared into violence last 
year. 

The resolution sidestepped the 
most critical question facing the 
party, its attitude in the border 
dispute. There was no mention 
of last winter's resolution in 
which the party equivocated on 
the border dispute. 
has been reported 
leaning toward China in the 
border dispute. This tendency 
has been noted by Prime Minis- 
ter Nehru, who has criticized the 
party in Parliament several 
time. Rather than risk further 
attacks and a resulting loss of 
popularity the Communists ap- 
parently decided to let the bor- 
der issue lie dormant. 


Indorsement of Russia, still 
popular in this country, could 
improve Communist chances for 
the 1962 elections. Following the 
Chinese line would surely in- 
crease the party’s unpopularity.

Travel Club

THREE YEARS AGO I 
wrote a piece about a retired 
druggist and his wife in Chester, 
Pa. They organized a travel 
club which chartered busses and 
took older people on low-cost 
excursions, 

Within a week following the 
appearance of that column sev- 
eral hundred letters poured in 
from readers in New York ask- 
ing why there was no such club 
in the biggest city in the coun- 
try. So we started one. 

Today, the non-profit club that 
was created — known as the 
Friendship Travel Club for Folks 
Past 60—has some 2000 mem- 
bers and conducts a low-cost, 
chartered trip once a month to 
such beckoning attractions as 
Niagara Falls, Williamsburg, 
Va., Cape Cod and Florida. 


Next month the club is spon- 
soring its most ambitious ven- 
ture to date—a 23-day Medi- 
terranean cruise which will 
visit 11 ports, including Casa- 
blanca, Gibraltar, Genoa and 
Naples, 


“Every city in the nation 
needs a club like ours,” says 
Clara Viertels, the tiny, viva- 
cious ex-opera singer who has 
been the ball of fire behind the 
New York group. 

‘We welcome anyone past 60 
who can afford an occasional 
trip, who is genuinely interested 
in travel, and who is friendly 
and outgoing. 

‘At our monthly meetings we

1, One notrump. When the 
bidding side has a part score, 
many of the usual principles of 
bidding are suspended.

This response 
has more of the flavor of a genu- 
ine slam try. It does not, by 
any means, compel the opener to 
speak again, and he is expected 
to pass if he can tolerate no 
trump and started with a mini- 
mum hand. 

The point count requirement 
for a jump to two no trump, with 
a part score of 60 or more, runs 
about 15 or 16 points. Without 
the score a jump to two no 
trump shows 13 to 15 points and 
is forcing. 


4. Three hearts. This is also 
a direct slam try, but again the 
response is not forcing and may 
be passed. The jump raise is 
usually a point or two better 
than it would be if there were 
no part score involved. 

5. Three diamonds. This re- 
sponse, being a jump shift, is 
100 per cent forcing, and the 
opener cannot pass and plead 
that he had no more than just 
a minimum bid. There is no 
limit to how much strength is 
shown by a jump shift (which 
consists of naming a new suit 
and skipping a level at the same 
time). 

A slam is likely to be made, 
though the best place to play it 
is still unknown. Further inves- 
tigation may be needed to place 
the contract in hearts, diamonds, 
Or no trump.

The New Films 


Overwhelming Impact 


DIRECTOR-WRITER Richard Brooks has made some 
bold and startling changes in Sinclair Lewis’s highly contro- 
versial 1927 novel, “ELMER GANTRY,” but what emerges 
in the picture, now at LOEW’S STATE THEATER, is such 

a lusty, exciting, vivid, picturesque and 
almost overwhelming work that few would 
quarrel with the conception. So tremen- 
dously vital is the film that I don’t doubt 
it will be a leading candidate for the Acad- 
emy Award, and that its four leat.ing play- 
ers will also be strong contenders for 
Oscars. 

Brooks has taken about 75 pages of the novel, the Sharon 
Falconer episode, and made that his screenplay, changing 
several characters, inventing whole new plot episodes, beefing 
it up with striking dialogue and a shatteringly bold approach 
that makes the picture much more effective dramatically 
than the book. He has abandoned Lewis’s attack on organized 
religion, his polemics and brutal satire on run-of-the-mill 
religious beliefs in the Bible Belt. He’ has instead concen- 
trated on personalities. 

Elmer Gantry is not an ordained minister in this. But 
otherwise he is as Lewis pictured him, to the T, except 
perhaps more likeable, in the massive force and magnetism 
of Burt Lancaster’s playing. He is a charlatan, a boozer, a 
woman-chaser, a hypocrite, a man enraptured by the power 
of his own oratory as he takes to a revival racket like a duck 
to water. This ribald drummer-turned-evangelist has some- 
thing else, though. He has a genuine affection for people. 
He loves to “save” them with his sweaty diatribes. And 
when Sister Sharon is burned to a cinder in the terrifically 
exciting climax of the fire and panic in the pier tabernacle, 
a bitterly ironic touch in which her own religious zeal and 
faith destroy her, he walks away from the revival business, 
@ chastened man, instead of going on to a bigger and even 
more hypocritical religious career, as in the book. 

Jean Simmons gives another immensely impressive per- 
formance as Sister Sharon, leader of the evangelical traveling 
tent troupe. In her fine and sensitive playing, Sharon is 
brought to life more than in the book, a curiously complex 
combination of business acumen and genuine devoutness. 

Jim Lefferts, the college pal of the book, has been 
changed to a cynical newspaper man who travels with the 
troupe and exposes it; the role is played with restrained skill 
and authority by Arthur Kennedy, even if he has to dictate 
his big story to a stenographer for dramatic effectiveness, 
something I’ve never seen done, man and boy, in the 
newspaper field. 


Lulu Rains, the deacon’s daughter whom Elmer seduced 
while at the seminary, has been enlarged ‘as a character, as 
a prostitute who all but ruins Gantry’s career with a black- 
mail mail scheme at the height of his moral crusading; she is 
done with remarkable gusto and sexiness by the hitherto 
innocent Shirley Jones. 


Another famous character of Lewis’s, George Babbitt, 
has been brought in, beautifully played by Edward Andrews, 
as an unctuous, cliche-spouting business man who is one of 
the backers of the crusade in Zenith. Patti Page plays a 
love-stricken, mooning choir leader pretty well and Dean 
Jagger is the dignified business manager of the troupe. 

The picture runs two and a half hours, but so sharp and 
succinct is it in its many striking episodes, so fascinating 
is it in its depiction of the maneuverings of a monumental 
rascal, so memorable is the composition of its scenes, that it 
flies by. The indelible stamp of characterizations, the won- 
derful shots of simple, often pitiful, salvation-hungry people, 
the brassy color of its tawdry atmosphere, make it an unfor- 
gettable experience. I suppose it will be attacked on the one 
hand as being sacrilegious, which it is not, and by admirers 
of the book on the other hand, for not taking up Lewis’s 
ridicule of organized religion. But, no matter, it stands out 
as a powerful picture. 


Cloud Opera 


WHEN THEY CALLED IT “THE CROWDED 
SKY,” to describe the picture at the FOX, they weren't 
talking about the airplanes exactly, even though it has a 
suspense plot about two planes racing towards each other 
collision-bent. Nope, the wild blue yonder 
is crowded with MEMORIES. Memories of 
a lot of the people up there on those two 
planes, memories that bless and burn and 
sometimes bore. As they’re told in flash- 
back, and the planes hurtle through the air 
lanes, you might call it a poor man’s “The 
High and the Mighty.” Not a soap opera, 
exactly; rather, a cloud opera. 

Everyone up there has problems. Dana Andrews, a 
martinet captain pilot of an airlines job carrying more than 
60 passengers, has been too harsh. His son hates him, and 
so does his co-pilot, John Kerr, because he turned John down 
once for a captaincy. John has always wanted to be an 
artist instead of a pilot because his father was a great one, 
but instead he consoles himself with the stewardess, Anne 
Francis, who announces she is a reformed ex-tramp. Keenan 
Wynn is a successful phony writer trying to make, to pass 
the time, a woman whom he doesn’t recognize as an ex- 
mistress. Patsy Kelly is shepherding a Method type young 
actor, long-hair job. She I really pitied. 


On a Navy jet approaching them is Efrem Zimbalist, Jr. 
as a veteran pilot, who divides his thoughts between his con- 
fused altimeter, and his confused wife, Rhonda F'eming, a 
red-headed dish who is playing the field. With him is young 
Troy Donahue, love-struck and fear-struck at the same time, 
to whom Efrem dishes out terse advice between jargon on 
the radio.

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 9 (AP). 


IT’S ON POSTERS, in leaflets, 
on the covers of match books, 
signs. It’s a slogan and it says: 

“Wonderful Copenhagen.” 

The Danes, much interested in 
attracting the tourist or the vis- 
itor on business or just anyone 
from «.sewhere, have nai rowed 
down their publicity to that sim- 
ple phrase. They just say their 
town is wonderful. Not good, not 
bad. Just wonderful. It’s such 
a challenge it hits the visitor like 
a pile driver and almost forces 
him to go right out and find out 
what’s so wonderful about Co- 
penhagen. 

Then he discovers, if only a 
short while in a hotel, or a brief 
visit on business, or finally as a 
full scale resident, that the only 
word one could really find ta fit 
the capital of the Danes is, in- 
deed, ‘‘wonderful.”’ 

What is the definition of won- 
derful? Webster says, ‘‘Adapted 
to excite wonder, marvelous, as- 
tonishing.”” The opposite is ‘‘Or- 
dinary, commonplace, usual.”’ 

What goes on daily and hourly 
in Copenhagen is not very usual 
and not very ordinary and not 
very commonplace. And that is 
why they call it “wonderful” and 
why anyone once smitten by the. 
fascination of Copenhagen is un- 
able to ever use such dull 
phrases as calling it “‘a nice 
town.” 

It’s the people who do it, not 
the scenery or this or that. The 
Danes are just about as exhil- 
arating as the law allows them, 
sometimes even beyond that. 
Ask a Dane why he lives in 
Copenhagen and his answer goes 
something like this: 


“Because I can do what I 
want to. If I climb a lamp 
post and a policeman comes 
along and asks me what I a 
doing, I say I am climbing 
lamp post. He says that’s all 
rieAt but don’t be disorderly 

t it.” 


On City Hall Square on any 
given afternoon there’s a brass 
band blaring away and no one 
seems to know where it comes 
from, who pays for it, or why. 
But it’s pleasant and the Danes 
—and the foreign community, too 
—stop and enjoy it. Outside a 
drug shop, an elderly Dane ad- 
vertises his wares with a par- 
rot which screeches at all 
passersby: ‘‘Hello, you old 
fool. You still alive? 

And the days seem brighter 
for that.

It adds up to the conclusion 
that the Dames refuse to take 
anything too seriously, including 
themselves. They'll not look 
down their noses at anyone just 
because he is rich. Or poor. 


Anyone in authority had better 
be able to prove it, with a 
smile, for they’ll not accept it 
any other way. It doesn’t strike 
the Dane as unusual that his 
King, Frederick IX, is covered 
with tattoos from the days of 
roistering youth as a sailor. The 
King, or the Queen, or the royal 
princesses shopping downtown 
attract about as much. attention 
as you do. 


What sells the Dane and life 
in Copenhagen is the Dane him- 
self, all 4,000,000 with more than 
one fourth of them in the capi- 
tal. He can offer a fantastic air 
of freedom, mighty good food 
and real neighborly living and 
if you want more than that, go 
elsewhere, 


The city is hospitable because 
it likes to be, first. But secondly, 
it’s good business and nobody 
ever called the Copenhagener a 
poor business man. His ances- 
tors of 1000 years ago were the 
real Viking plunderers of his- 
tory. Now the blood and thun- 
der is gone and forgotten but 
the Dane can plunder just as ef- 
fectively across the business

‘Ulcer-Years’ tor Women 


--4.5 to 54 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9 (UPI) 


NINE YEARS of the American 
woman’s life produce the most 
ulcers. 

The ulcer-years, surprisingly, 
aren’t during the child-bearing 
and child-rearing span of life. 
They are between the ages of 45 
and 54—the years when the off- 
spring are getting degrees, mar- 
ried and having children of their 
own. 

Uncle Sam’s health sleuths 
turned up this information dur- 
ing a national health survey con- 
cerning ulcers. 

The statisticians found that 
during the ulcer-prone years of 
life, 17.5 of every 1000 women 
have an ulcer. 


In every age group, how- 
ever, ulcers were found most 
prevalent among men. The 
peak ulcer period for the 
males is during years 35-44. In 
this age group, the health de- 
tectives figure, 42.5 of every 
1000 men have ulcers. 


The Health Insurance Insti- 
tute found that ulcers today are 
four times as common among 
Americans now as they were in 
the 1930s—depression days. 

But this seeming quadrupling 
of the ulcer rate is attributed in 
part to more accurate methods 
of diagnosis through wider use 
of X-ray equipment, the insti- 
tute said. 

There’s an off-hand chance, 
for example, that ulcers were 
just as prevalent during the de- 
pression—but that most of them 
were never diagnosed. That is, 
they went down on the medical 
history card as pains in the 
stomach or upset stomach. 

While ulcer incidence goes up 
where females are concerned 
around age 45, statisticians re- 
ported that the frequency of ul- 
cers among men declines after 


time. Eighty-five per cent of the 


. 
persons nursing ulcers told the 
researchers they had no /limi- 
tation on normal activity’ as a 
result of the ailment. 


Most of the rest — 15 per 
cent—were limited in outside 
activities or in the amount or 
kind of major activity they 
could enter into without risk- 
ing an ulcer flare-up. 


And 3.3 per cent of the suffer- 
ers said their ulcers were so bad 
that they were unable to carry 
on major activity. The statisti- 
cians said that the nation’s 2,- 
400,000 ulcer victims lose an es- 
timated 12,000,000 days from 
‘work during an average year. 

On an average work day, this 
figures out to about 49,000 per- 
sons not showing up in the of- 
fice or factory because of ulcers. 

Not officially counted in the 
absenteeism are the housewives 
who must leave the dishes 
stacked in the sink and ignore 
unmade beds because their ul- 
cers are kickin’ up a fuss.

most folks forget how big it 
once was. The Danes were the 
great sailors. They populated 
Normandy, England and Ireland. 
And with that rich heritage 
there’s little wonder that every- 
one on the streets of Copen- 
hagen today seems to know all 
about world affairs and indeed 
to care about them. Danes 
speak English from the cradle, 
German when it is necessary. 
They do not pretend that Ger- 
man is a pleasant memory since 
Hitler’s 1940 invasion. 

This link with world travel 
in the past makes any visitor 
or foreign resident feel that 
he belongs here. He can stop 
anyone to ask any question 
and get not just a civil reply 
but an educated and intelli- 
gent one. It’s one of the few 
major cities of the world 
where the foreign community 
does not have to think, “Here 
we are, we foreigners, and 
over there you are, you 
Danes.”’ 

The result is a curious kind 


of togetherness, curious in the 
sense that this is not what hap- 
pens in most foreign capitals. It 
is what happens in New York. 
Yet, the consequence of all this 
still remains essentially a Danish 
product. For instance: 
Everyone knows that a “revo- 
lution” is impossible in Copen- 
hagen. The reason: At 2 noon . 
it’s time for lunch. 


Social Democrats and the 
“welfare state’ are around and 
about. But what happens: A 
Dane sues the Government for 
trying to deduct funds to také- 
care of his burial costs. Hé- 
claims either his widow does~ 
that or lacking one, who cares? ~- 
He’ll take womb to tomb but 
toa that he says is a little too 
much 

East and West have a battle 
and it might make sense to 
keep out of it but the Danes 
say they ought to speak their 
piece so they join the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, 

Talk to them and they will not 
give off high and mighty feel- 
ings about political purity. 
They’ say, every one of them, 
that they don’t agree with the 
Americans and the British and 
some of the others about some 
things but when a big bully 
comes along it’s no time to 
have arguments within the fam- 
ily. Kick the guy out first and 
then argue, is their philosophy. 

So you can sit with them and 
talk it over, no matter what. 

This helps, when you figure 
out the cost of living in Copen- 
hagen and that is considerable. 
Yet, in spite of the big bite, 
Copenhagen attracts more people 
than it repels. There are more 
coming here than there are leav- 
ing. The buildings are getting 
higher. Some of the ‘“‘old world 
charm” walls are being torn 
down and with them the cab- 
bage smells of centuries. There 
are a few dissenters but their 
words are lost in the winds that 
never seem to stop blowing in 
from the sea. 

If you want the sea and the 
wind, food and drink and people 
who believe in food and drink, 
the right to climb a lamp post 
while still orderly, come to 
Copenhagen and fight out the tax 
battle. Even to have fought in 
the battle is regarded as a badge 
of honor.

Dear Dr. Molner: 

MY BABY is due soon. My husband is a diabetic, but he 
said no one in his family had the disease before. Will our 
baby have diabetes? If so, what are its chances of living?

I suppose it’s possible that no one in his family had the 
disease before but I doubt it. Aunts, uncles, grandparents, 
cousins—heavens, I don’t know what various aliments my 
relatives had! However, that’s not the point. Diabetes has a 
tendency to follow a hereditary pattern. It may skip a gen- 
eration here and there. If it is present on both sides of the 
family, the chance of a child having diabetes is much 
stronger than if the disease is present on only one side. Will 
your baby have diabetes, sometime in its life? I don’t know. 
Nobody knows. It might, or might not. Diabetes is not likely 
to appear in infancy. 


But suppose it does? If the disease appears, treat 
it. Since your husband has it, be on the alert. But 
your husband lived. Why shouldn’t the baby? In 
short, don’t worry because you may have a problem. 
Rather, learn what to do about this quite common 
problem.

Dry in the usual lexicon of alcohol, means with little 
sugar, and the opposite of dry is sweet.

‘Brown Blight’ Along Roads 


By Leonard Hall 


SEVERAL BITS of conserva- 
tion news reached us last week, 


some encouraging and some dis- 
couraging. This past summer, 
driving to and from the city on 
Highway 21, we have noted and 
called attention to the ‘‘brown 
blight” of dead foliage extending 
back from the road shoulders. 


Most people who drive out from 
St. Louis will agree this is one 
of our most scenic highways. Yet 
this year, since early summer, 
it has been a blighted area 
caused by the tree and brush 
killer called 2-4-5T. Along most 
of this highway there was little 
brush to kill in the first place; 
but chiefly legumes and wild- 
flowers. Much of the kill, from 
our observation, is beyond the 
right-of-way on private prop- 
erty. 


Doubtless some _ property 
owners do not mind blighted 
fence-rows and dead trees and 
shrubs. But many do, as we 
know from dozens of letters 
received when we mentioned 
this spraying. Some of these 
people went to the Highway 
Department and were assured 
that if residents did not want 
the right-of-way sprayed, the 
practice would be _ stopped. 
Whether this is actually the 
case and whether utility com- 
-panies would be equally re- 
sponsive is a question, 


As a result of the assurance, 
however, residents are gather- 
ing signed petitions to protest 
the ‘‘brown blight’”’ which threat- 
ens not only their vegetation, but 
property values. 


It is hard to say what are 
the side effects of these agricul- 
tural poisons, how they affect 
the soil, wildlife, livestock and 
human beings. There is evidence 
that when widespread’ brush 
spraying was practiced in the 
Ozarks several years ago, there 
was a considerable epidemic of 
a deadly livestock disease finally 
called “virus x disease.” ’ How- 
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ever, even if the herbicides offer 
no danger to wildlife, farm ani- 


mals or human beings, the prac- 
tice of cutting brush and paint- 
ing the stumps—or of applying 
the herbicide as a dormant 
spray on the trunks — would 
please everybody except the 
herbicide manufacturer who 
would lose some gallonage. 


Keep America Beautiful, Inc-, 
says we spend $50,000,000 an- 
nually removing litter just from 
our primary highways. In one 
state, highway patrol officers 
make 400 stops a day removing 
dangerous litter. Each year 800 
persons are killed and 75,000 in- 
jured as a result of cars striking 
or swerving to avoid highway 
litter. And now “sky litter’ 
threatens to become a problem, 
as trash is tossed from private 
planes and helicopters. Of all 
litter on the highways, beverage 


cans are by far the worst of- 
fenders. 

Saddest story of the week con- 
cerns the continued rapid de- 
struction of Yellowstone Lake 
in the great National Park of 
that name. Long noted as a wild- 
life sanctuary and recreation 
center for wilderness lovers, the 
lake has been progressively 
opened up to a small minority of 
power boaters. 


After many hearings and a 
hard struggle in which numer- 
ous conservation organizations 
took part, the National Park 
Service established that these 
properties set aside because of 
their wild and natural beauty 
and belonging to all the people 
are not intended for the unre- 
stricted use of minority groups 
in ways which destroy them 
for everyone else, This was 
never the purpose for which 
national parks were created, 
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Tt was finally agreed that 
three arms of the lake, less than 
20 per cent of its total area, 
would be closed to power boat- 
ing and maintained for their 
original purpose as a wildlife 
sanctuary, with only campers 
in canoes and other non-pow- 
ered boats allowed. Despite this 
decision, a powerful lobby was 
able to delay the closing until 
next year, Thus after another 
disastrous season, there is less 
wildlife than ever, less of a 
wilderness atmosphere, more 
gasoline fumes and campsites 
desecrated by the greedy. We 
hope this helps hasten the day 
when all motor boats and simi- 
lar mechanical amusement de- 
vices are permanently barred 
from every national park where 
they were never intended to be 
in the first place.
